Since dairymen, poultrymen, fruit- 
men and vegetable growers, of their 
representatives “on the public plat- 
form have, of late, each and separ- 
ately been claiming the existence of 
vitamines in their particular pro- 
duct, it is only to be expected that 
the apparently unanswerable ques- 
tion, what are vitamines? will be 
oft repeated. Scientists have de- 
termined that vitamines are com- 
pounds essential in the food, in order 
to maintain the weight of the body 
and produce growth, and that lack 
of vitamines causes deficiency dis- 
cases, so called because they are 
due to lack of something in the diet. 
But, what the compounds consist of 
and what the something is, has not 
been discovered, 

Until such time as some chemist 
or’*other scientist succeeds in isolat- 
ing and analyzing the elusive vit- 
amine, we must rest content with an 


understanding of the functions of}. 


this recognized but undiscovered in- 
gredient of some of our important 
farm products. 

Information leading to such an’ 
understanding is provided by Dr. 
Carl 0. Johns, formerly in charge of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, U. 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture, who points 
out that vitamines have been classi- 
fied into three different. types de- 
pending on the functions which they 
have in promoting well-being and 
growth. 

The first type is known as water- 
soluble Vitamines and these are 
necessary in order to obtain growth 
from food, Lack of these causes 
: beri-beri, which manifests itself by 
disease of the nervous system and 
These vitamines 
are found in seeds, in green plants, 
in certain bulbs and fleshy roots and 


and draw fruits, and in milk andgeggs, as well 


as in certain organs in the animal 
| body. The seads referred to include 


i beans, nuts, and the various cereal 


| grains. When cereals are very high- 
ly milled in order“to obtain a very 
fine white flour, a large part of the

vitamines. It is for this reason that 
a diet consisting mainly of polished 
rice may cause beri-beri, while un- 
polished rice does not cause this 


disease,

When fat-soluble vitamines are ab- 
sent from the diet, animals and man 
are subject to a disease of the eyes, 
which appears to be related/to xeroph- 
thalmia and which, if prolonged, may 
produce blindness. 


scorbutic vitamines —— that is, those 
which prevent scurvy, which mani- 
fests itself by disease of the bones as 
well as in other ways. These vita- 
mines are found in oranges, grape- 
fruit, lemons, and other. citrus fruits, 
and in green! vegetables, such as 
tomatoes, spinach and lettuce, and 
in eggs and raw milk. The drying 
of vegetables frequently destroy the 
activity sof the antiscorbutfc vita- 
mines. The best source of vitamines’ 
is in the leafy

Don't Seil by Guess, 


The best argument. for the instal- 
lation of a good set of seales in a 
convenient place on the farm ts that, 
while the produce dealer is nearly 
always willing to.buy ‘‘by guess,’ he 
is seldom willing to sell that way. 
The most conspicuous piece of equip- 
ment in the vegetable stall, the meat 
market, or the grocery is an accur- 
ate pair of scales. The produce that 
is, bought ‘“‘by guess’. is sold by 
ounces. The dealer is a practiced 
buyer and attains some ‘degree of 
accuracy in making his estimates. 
Thus he has the advantage of skill 
not possessed by the farmer who 
lacks experience in making his esti- 
mates.

tage not held by the farmer. 
he sells by weight, he’has a means 
of checking the accuracy of his 
guess. If he finds that the weight of 
a steer, for instance, was less than 
he estimated it to be when he pur- 
chased it, he may recover his logs by 
charging the customer more or by 
taking out the loss on the next 
“guessed” purchase he makes. The

One gréat advantage connected 
with this method of trapping is that 
the animal is never injured; he sim-: 
ply wears himself out and then, ex- 
haus‘ed, stays in the net until some 
one comes along to release him. A 
cat animal, for example, comes run- 
ning into a net; its*feet catch and it 
goes tumbling, rolling over and ove> 
roaring and pawing. In a few secondé 
it becomes so tangled that it cannot 
move an inch. Ite cries bring the 
men who have been posted as look- 
outs, and they carry it back to the 
kampong on poles provided for the 
purpose. 

Contrary to the general idea, cat 
animals, such as tigers and leopards, 
are the easiest to catch in traps as 
well as nets. The work is as simple 
as baiting a rat trap and it requires 
little sagaci‘y. A box-trap with 4 
spring door will make a catch time 
after time,- with no more trouble 
than transferring the animal to 2 
transportation cage and rebaiting the 
trap with a chicken or small goa‘. 

It is-wise to allow a fairly long 
runaway between door and bait, so 
that the captive will not be injured 
when.the door springs shut. ~After 
recovering from the surprise of find- 
ing itself trapped, the animal eats 
the bait, which supplies it with food

WHAT TURKEY WANTS. | 


Nationalist Leader Outlines the 
Hopes of Her Country. 


Dressed in a black riding suit and 
Halide Ha- 
num, the Turkis woman ijovelist 
and Nationalist iHader, grected the 
| Associated Press) ccrrespondent by 
| the roadside outeide of Angora, wav- 
ing her hand in recognition as the 
| automobile approached after cross- 
ing innumerable mountains and riv- 
ers from Ineboli, the ire ickepias port! 
on the Black Sea. 

Halide invited the carreapondent 
to her home, an Anatolian farm- 
house in a nearby gorge. She said) 
she had ridden horseback frequently 
since she escaped from Constanti- 
nople -in “March, 1920, riding _the 
entire distance to Angora on her 
horse. 

“My mind and soul are here, but 
my heart is in America with my boys, 
Ali and Hassan, in college at Ure} 
bana, Ill.,"" said the woman who has} 
made herself famous not only as a 
novelist but by espousing the cause 
headed by Kemal Pasha, who a 


fighting the Greeks. 

She spoke of the war with the 
Greeks and of the diffictlty of mak- 
ing peace with the Allies. 

“Time is our great and best ally,” 
she said. “‘We want peace, and are 

willing to fight forever for it. It is 
costly for us, but it is the only way. 
We must. have our independence ;- 
political, geographic and economic.” 

The correspondent reminded her 
that these were vague terms used by 
the Nationalists singe the Turkish 
armistice. 

"It may seem monotonous, but we 
keep right on saying and thinking 
the same things,’”’ she replied. ‘‘When 
we first said them we were ridiculed 
by some of our own people, while the 
Allies went on violating the armistice 
terms. We have made progress dur- 
ing the past two years, and finally 
we will win. Haven't the Allies got 
enough out of us by taking Mesone: | 3 
tamia and Syria? As for the Greeks, 
‘after th bey have spent all their money 
and indebted their nation to keep up 
a large army, they Wit<he 2, obliged to 
return home. : 

“After we have disposed of 
Greeks, then the Allies will have to| 
‘drop the capitwlations, which orig- 
inally were privileges extended to 
foreign subjects centuries ago by us 
80 we wouldn’t need to interfere in 
their affairs. Gradually, the foreign 
nations have made of these capitu- 
lations an encroachment on our 
sovereignty. 

“I understand the Allies have 
Sabout abandoned their pretensions to 

zones of influentic. Anyway, we 
won't have them, as such zones 
means infringement on our political 
liberty. Im such zones the Allies 
would exploit us, not bring us eco- 
nomic help. The !Allies are ruined 
and need to spend their money at 
home. It is better business for us to 
have frée trade competition, giving 
anybody. a fair chance to trade with 
us. 
» “We can’t give up Constantinople. 
That city ig-the culmination of our 
civilization: It represents our art, our: 
beauty, our culture. It is at once 
our Venice and our-London. 

“There’s a peasant fairy tale that 
-the Devil, omce upon’a time, finding 
the peoples of the earth at peace, 
called a council of the under Devils, 
when it was decided to reform the 
earth so as to make the straits (of 
Dardanelles) and there pitch, in| 
place of rare beauty, the fair. city 
to-day called Constantinople, and 
that ever since nations have fought 
to possess the straits and the city. 
Perhaps, with all the new michief | 
there is in the world, the nations 
may leave us to make peace with 
the Devil. 

“The British want the control of 
the straits and the city, but the worst 
they ‘can do is to blockade us, and 
we can live on our, own food, make 
our own clothes until they are tired. 
Why should ‘the British have such 
control? Surely no one wants the 
Greeks or the French there éither.” 

Regarding Bolshevik relations, she 

said: ‘““‘We do not want any military 
help nor Bolgheviki among us, or 
any strangers for political reasons. 
+ “The sum total of our National- 
ism is to tell the truth, and accept 
no middle measures. The truth is 
the only thing that counts.. We are 
either right or wrong an if right 
we will win, and Turkey l be a 
freé and useful nation. We want to. 
live our own. way, educate our peo- 
ple, promote commerce and the arts, 
build. roads and railways, and culti- 
vate our fields. Any nation whose 
prosperity is based on agriculture 
may survive, Will the world let us? 
If not we will fight to thelast man 
and the last woman.”

sroduct, whether jit be pork, butter, 
2888, OF milk. Moreover, by divert~ 
‘ng the fish meals to his animals. in- 
stead of supplying it directiy to his 
iand ‘as fertilizer, the farmer loses 
but a trifle of is fertilizing value and 
gains its entire feeding value — tnus 
making the material yield two profits 
in the place of one. 


_ More White Honey. 
**Roports ‘received by the crop. re- 
port coimittee of the Ontario Bée- 
keepers’ Association from 442 mem- 
bers, together. with spegjal reports 
from forty of the most§prominent 
apiarists in different coumpies in the 
province, show, that quality of the 
honey crop in Ontario this year is 
much better than in 1920, with a 
good average yield in ali parts. 


The total amount of white honey. 


reported for the 47 districts consid- 
ered is 1,591,278 pounds from 21,- 
169 colonies, or an average yield of 
75 pounds pe> colony. A small per- 
centage of the honey reported is 
sold in comb honey sections, As a 
colony managed for comb honey 
will produce about half as much as 
one managed for extracted honey, 
the crop report’ committee has mul- 
tiplied the humber of pounds of 
comb honey by two before adding it 
in with the extracted. 

As regards number of pounds of 
white honey reported, the county of 
Halton stands first, with 137,075 
pounds from 1,193 colonies,»or an 
average of 11’ pounds per colony. 
Muskoka, with only two colonies, 
shows the highes: average yield, 
namely, 150 pounds per colony. <Al- 
zoma, with 28 colonies, and 33,800 
Pounds of white honey, or an avyer- 
age per cole of 138 pounds, is 
second in ordeY of yield per colony. 
The report for Bruce shows that 
county, with the greatest number of 
colonies, namely 1,364, and a yield 
per colony of/| 79 pounds, or four 
pounds above the average yield for 
the total-of colonies in the province 
meationed in the report. i 


To Destroy Johnson Grass. 

If during the early and mid part 
»f summer the Johnson grass can be 
kept short endugh to keep the plan‘s 
in a weak condition, comparatively 
few root-stalks that penetrate deep 
into the ground will be formed. An 
oat or a wheat trop serves this pur- 
pose quite welk When the Johnson 
grass is in this weakened condition, 
ploughing in August will further 
weaken the plants and will entirely 
kill many of them. If the ground 
then is given clean cultivation until 
fall, nearly all of the grass that is 
not killed by the cultivation will 
freeze out during the winter. 
case a good deal of the grass shows 
up after this midsummer ploughing 
it may be advisable to plough In late 
fall so as to further expose the roots 
to freezing. 


Buying Tried. Aged Bulls. 

Victoria county farmers are buy- 
ing. tried agcd bulls in preference to 
calves. It is an excellent plan to 
keep a bull in a community until he 
has had an oppor-unity of proviag 
his getting ability. Recently a Wis- 
consyi farmer sold his registered 
dairy bull to the local butcher before 
tie production records of any of the 
canghters were known.

Narly Potato Growing. 

Although potatoes were cultivated 
in a few private gardens in Scotland 
in the beginning of.the 18th century, 
they were rarely raised in fields be- 
fore 1735.

The. puréness and 
wejght of the shoes are certified by 
a Chinese official known as the 
“Kung-Ku,” and after ne has marked 
on a slice in Indian ink its weight 
dnd fin cs, the shoe passes as cur- 
rency in ‘the settlement of all debts. 

In India, small gold bars weigh- 
ing 5 or 10 ounces, circulate in the 
bazaars as quasi currency. These 


bars are marked with the weight-in | 


Hindustani characters and have the 
“chop"’ or mark of the eastern bank 
issuing them, together with the imti- 
tials of the bulljon oker by whom 
theyYare made. These ‘‘chops” are a 
hall-mark for the pureness of the 
gold bars, and it is. difficult for any 
other “‘chop”’ than that of the prin- 
cipal eastern banks to be passed by 
the native. In’ fact, so conservative 
is the Indian native and so suspic- 
ious is he of anything unusual, that 
it has been known for a. consign- 
ment of gold bars to be returned be- 
cause the “‘bloom’” has partly dis- 
appeared.

Without doubt herb culture is the 
coming.science. \One of the most ar- 
resting facts in the domain of medi- 
cine to-day is the progress made in 
pharmacy. 

/Herbs, from having been used ad 
lib. in mediaeval times, fell into dis- 
repute, and-in modern times herbal 
remedies, apart from drugs which

Herb-farming is a new branch of 
horticulture, writes A. R. Horwood, 
F.L.S., in the Homoeopathic World.

Mystery of the Daily Mail,”’ a volume 
just issued by the Daily Mail, that is 
no mean achievement. The paper 
claims <he world’s largest circula- 
tion, 1,365,256 ccpies daily, and ad- 
mits having revolutionized British 
daily journalism. ; 

The then Alfred Harmsworth 
started the Daily Mail on May 4, 
1896, on the assumption that the 
people of England wanted a more 

concise newspaper, one which would 
give a wide variety of news in handy 
form. The featuring of women’s af- 
fairs was one radical innovation, but 
there were many others. 

A beginning was made with the 
modest working capital of £15,000, 
much of which was expended _ be- 
tween February and May in getting 
out private editions which were re- 
lentlessly criticized and improved un- 
til, after a solemn toast the -first 
public edition was issued. All re- 
cords were at once broken for sales 
and, says the Mystery of the Daily 
Mail, they have been broken daily 
eyer since.

The volume 
says: ““People are not so foolish as 
not to realize that the average ‘Dit- 
to’ journal fs conducted with the ob- 
ject of gaining some social reward 
for its owners.

The average 
farmer appteciates the value of the 
farm manures, but he dislikes the 
task of giving these materials the 
attention that-their value in kecping 
up soll fertility warrants. The hand- 
ling of animal manures is not a 
pleasant task at any time, but the 
following of a proper systemn would 
reducé the disagreeableness of the 
work and at the same time prevent 
waste. The average farmer of Ontario 
wastes the fertility value of the ma- 
nure by at -least one-third just 
through neglect in management. 
Loss Runs Into Millions of Dollars. 
With the ordinary one hundred 
acre farm producing two hundred 
tons of manure‘each year, and valu- 
ing this at $2.50 per load, then figur- 
ing on one-third waste through 
neglect, we have an annual loss in 
soil fertility through failure to re- 
turn all ‘value to the lands of On- 
tario that aggregates many millions 
of. dollars. We owe to the soils of 
jur farms all the fertility that it is 
possible to return to them. The ma- 
nure waste ‘of the past fifty years on 
the farms of Ontario would aggre- 
gate a colossal sum. This waste will 
be appreciated more by the future 
tillers of the sofl than by. those who 
have permitted the was‘'e. When 
there is an abundance, wastes are not 
oticed, but when soils fail to pro- 
duce abuts. some attention is 
ziven to those factors thasawill main- 
tain or increase soil fertility. “= 
The Waste Bezins In the Stable. 
te of manure usually begins in 
the stable, leaky gutters, or no ab- 
sorbing material to hold the liquid 
portion of the manure. From the 
stable it is thrown out, sometimes 
piled but more frequently not, and 
left exposed to the weather to lie 
around for months. Manure’ incor- 
porated with the soil as soon as made 
sustains the minimum loss. It is, im- 
possible of course to incorporate ma- 
nure with the soil during the winter,

Get Manure on the Land Early. 


The most successful of our farm- 
ers aim to get the manure on the 
land as soon/as possible. When gon- 
ditions on the land are ngt favor; 
able to the application. of} manur 
they take care of this by-product by 
first providing sufficient absorbent 
material to hold all the liquids, pil- 
ing the manure.in' a manure shed, 
Keeping it sufficiently moist and 
‘firm enough to prevent heating until 
it is desired to apply it to the land. 
Many of the Old Country farmers 
store the manure in. water tight pits, 
pack it by tramping sufficiently tight 
to exclude all the air possible, and 
then turn on the hose as frequently 
as necessary to prevent heating. The 
Same ‘system: would do as much for. 
the Ontario farmer as it is doing 
for the Sco.ch farmer. ; 


The Chemical Vulue of Manure. 


If we had to buy manures at prices 
equal to the retail commercial fer- 
tilizer prices better care would be 
taken of this soil fertility material. 
Few farmers realize that the manure 
from a horse weighing 1,000 pounds 
is worth at chemical fertilizer prices 
$42.15 per annum. A dairy cow 
weighing 1,000 pounds will produce 
manure to a value of $39 per annum. 
A farm carrying four horses, ten 
cows and ten pigs of average weight 
produces, if valued at retail prices 
for commercial fertilizers, $640 
worth of manure in a year. The un- 
fortunate part of it is that from $100 
to $300 worth of soil fertility ele 
ments are permitted to waste on too 
many farms eagh year. The next 
time you travel’by auto or railroad 
just take note while passing farm 
batns how much waste is going on 
through the careless handling or no 
attention being given to the animal 
manure.—-L. Stevenson, Secretary, 
Department of Agriculture, Toronto.

Wood for Fuel In Terms of Coal. 


In heating value one standard 
cord of well seasoned hickory, ocnk, 
beech, birch, hard maple, ash, elm, 
locust or cherry wood is approximate- 
ly equal to one ton (2,000 pounds) 
of anthracite coal, according to esti- 
mates by the forest service, United 
States. Department of Agriculture. 
However, a cord and a half of soft 
maple and two cords of cedar, poplar 
or basswood are required to give the 
sane amount of heat. 

One cord of mixed wood, well sea- 
soned, equals in heating value at 
least one ton of average grade bitu- 
minous coal.

Birth of a Star. 


~The vast black mass, 20,000,000 
times larger than the sun, aemon- 
‘strated to exist in the heavens by the 
Dittch scientist, Dr. Pannekoek, 
seems to upse: all earlier astronomi- 
eal calculations. rat 
It is, comparatively speaking, so 
near us that Dr. Pannekoek suggests 
that the sun itself must move round 
sit once in 2,000,000 years—drawing 
the earth with it. ’ 
“We ‘believe that the black body 
must consist of dust, and that this 
-} is the first stage®in the birth of a 
Star,” said an expert. “As it con- 
deuses it gets hot.er until it becomes 
luminous and visible. Sudden ‘flares’ 
or ‘new stars’ have been seen in our 
lifetime, but the black cloud of dust 
appears to be the real beginning. 
“The amazing feature is the near- 
ness of the body. It is relatively as 
close to the earth as a foot rule 
would appear to be if only two feet 
way from your eyes. It is quite 
possible that even waster bodies of 
this kind exist.” The nearness is 
relative. The body is 280,000,000,- 
, 000,000 miles away.

“Halcyon Days.” 


‘In the sensé in which the phrase, 
“halcyon days,” is used to-day, it is 
understood.to mean days of peace— 
a period of calm, prosperity, and 
happiness.

Telling the Time at Sea. 

The sailor’s day is divided into . 
watches of four hours each. 

These begin at four, eight, and 
twelve o’clock, day and night, and 
every half-hour of the waich is sig- 
nalled by the striking of the ship’s

By night or by day, four o’clock, 
eight o’clock, and twelve o’clock are 
known as eight belis. Then, begin- 
ning at the next half-hour, one bell 
is struck; the following half-hour 
two bells are struck; at the next, 
three; and so on up ‘oO eight bells, 
when a new watch begins.

As the farmer gives the silo the 
thorough “once over’ ne musi look 
out, first of all, for proper protection 
for the interior. The annual appli- 
gation of a mixture of coal tar’ and

|adds greatly to the life of a wood 


silo, as it protects the wood against 
decay. The coal-tar creosote solu- 
tion is relatively inexpensive and the 
cost of treating the silo with: this 
material is so slight that no silo 
owner should allow his silo to s‘and 
without this protection.

fn Scottish and Irish Rivers Many | 
Geis Are Secured. 

Coming down the Highland rail- 
way recently, where the line runs 
alongside the Tay, the ,writer saw 
two mén in a boat, one df whom was 


leaning over the side, holding a sort 


of box im the water. 

A friend who was with him ex- 
plained that the men were pearl 
fishing. The box was a “water glass,” 
used for eliminating the surface rip- 
ple, and #86 examining the botcom of 
the river. 

When a mussel is seen, the fisher- 
man pushes down a length of stiff 
wire, thrusting it between the open 
shells of the fish. These close at once 
on the wire, and eo the creature is 
drawn to the surface. 

These mussels are of considerable 
size, and quite a fair proportion of 
them hold pearls, though only a few 
of these are sufficiently well shaped 
or lustrous to be valuable, 

Yet the mere fact that pearl fish- 
ing still goes on in a good many 
Scottish and Irish rivers proves that 
it must be worth while. The prin- 
cipel Seo‘tish rivers for pearl mus- 
sels are the Dee, Spey, Don, and Esk, 
while another centre of pear! fishery 
is in Ulster, in the Foyle and its 
tributaries. 

Pearl fishing goes on regularly in 
all these streams, and the proceeds 
at the fishing are sold to local jewel- 
ers. A jeweler at Strabane gave £8 
for a pearl which was found in a 
small stream near the town, and 
pienty of pearls worth one to two 
pounds each are got every season. 
Most of these fresh-water pearls are 
white, but now and then very beau- 
tiful pink ones are obtained. No spe- 
cial skill is required in the fishing, 
and amateurs and holiday-makers 
have almost as. good a chance of 
success as the professional fishermen. 

These pearls are accumulated 
around a nucleus consisting of the 
dead larva of the distoma, or fluke. 
Yhe full-grown fiuke inhabits the

the case of old silos it will be pro- 
fitable for the farmer to go over them 
carefully to look for cracks, and 
where he finds them to seal with tar 
and oakum, wood filler, or other 
éffective material. If the bottom of 
the silo. has decayed slightly, the 
owner may saw off whatever amount 
is necessary, and then, by the use of 
blocking, gradually lower the silo 
‘to the foundation again, cementing 
around the base as previously 
‘described. : 

When the silo is air-tight and able 
to stand the most rigid inspection, 
‘he owners may consider the actual 
work of filling. A wise precaution is 


‘|'to place several feet of straw in the 


tom of the silo to act as a pro- 
tective blanket between the) bottom 
of the silo and the feed, as ordinar~- 
ily silage juices collect there unless 


| proper facilities for drainage are 


provided and the straw acts as a 
valuable absorbent for this excess of 


moisture which otherwise might, 


damage the bottom silage. 
In the actual operation cf filling 
the silo it is of paramount import- 


‘tance that no air pockets be left; this 


is prevented by sufficient tramping. 
It depends largely on the diameter of. 
the silo how many men should be 
used to tramp the ensilage, but even 
in silos as small as 12 feet in dia- 
meter, if sufficient help is available, 
at least three men should be used

The Waterman's Derby. 
Every year, on August Ist, the 
Thames is the scene of a. thrilling

This is Doggett’s Coat and ‘Badge, 
which was. instituted by Thomas Dosg- 
tett, an actor, in 1716. Doggett was 
a politician as well as an actor, and 
to show his pleasure at the acces- 
sion of George I. he offered the prize 
for competition among Thames 
waterman. 

“This being the day,’’ ran the no- 
tice posted on London Bridge on 
August 1, 1716, “of His MajJesty’s 
happy accession to the throne, there 
will» be given by Mr. Doggatt an 
orange-colored livery with a badge 
representing Liberty, to be rowed 
for by six watermen that are out of 
their time within the year past. 
They are to row from London Bridge 
to Chelsea.” 

Doggeti’s race no longer attracts 
public attention, although the spivit 
in which it is contested is hardly 
less keen than it was two hundred 
years ago. 


Diving Bell to Get Diamonds. 


Deep in the Vaal river in South 
Africa are diamonds. To get them 
a device on the diving bell principle 
is employed, having a tubular shaft 
and an air lock. This device consists 
of two pontoons rigidly connected by 
decks between which a roomy cais- 
son or diving bell is sunk in the 
rive> bed. A tubular shaft joins the 
enisson to @ chamber above the water 
level and the whole is air locked. 
To keep the caisson submerged it is 
weighted with iron baHast. Com- 
pressed air is forced into the interior 
of the upper or airlock chamber, the 
shaf:, and the bell or caisson, and 
the river water being thus forced out 
below, it is possible to carry on dig- 
ging and loading operations conven- 
iently. The gravel is hoisted up the 
shaft and delivered into a chute 
which holds about a ton. The belli is 
provided with collapsible seats at- 
tached to the wall for the accommo- 
dation of workers during lifting 
operations.

London. If he had realized that the 
time would come when half-a-dozen 
objects in it would be worth more 
than all the gold in the werld, he 
might have been even more em- 
Phatie. 
‘ ‘These objects, the envy of every 
civilized country, are in ihe British 
Museun.. 

First and foremost are the Elgin 
Marbles, which Shelley called the 


es 


‘despair of modern art.’’ They con. - 


sist of remains of the most glorious 
building of antiquity, the Parthenon, 
at Athens. Though they were 
bought from Thomas Bruce, seventh 
Earl of Elgin (after whom they are 
named), for £35,000, they are now 
beyond price. 

One of the marbles, the Theseus, 
is by common consent the finent re- 
presentation in existence of a man’s 
figure. Though it was worked when 
the world was compavatively voung 
-——for it dates to the fifth century 
before Christ—it forms a class ot 
its own. 

Next, perhaps, to the Eigin Mar- 
bles comes the Demeter, by far the 
most beautiful statue of a draped 
woman in the world. It belongs to 
the third cantury before Christ, and 
was found in a rock sanctuary at 
Cnidus in 1858. 

Another priceless gem is the 
Portland Vase, which was ‘ound in 
a sepulchral chamber near Roime in 
the sixteenth century. Beiouging to 
the beginning of the Roman Empire, 
it is unique in craftsmanship. as it 
is made of two lavers of glass, white 

top and blue beneath. Copies of 
it-—-niveh inferior, of course, to the 
original, afd yet beauriful—-wefe 
manufactured by Josiah Wedgwood 
and sold at fifty guineas eacn. 

Of almost unrivalled interest and 
value, too, is the Rosetta Stone, 
which solved one of the werld’s 
greatest mysteries—the meaning of 
the. hieroglyphics on /Cleopatra's 
Needle. For thirteen hundred years 
nobody could decipher those inser:p- 
tions. Then, at Rosetta, near Alexan- 
dria, was found a slab of black 
basalt, on which was an inscription 
in three scripts—hieroglyphics, de-

motic (otherwise known as people's hee 


writing), and Greek, and this stohe 
was the means of recons:ructing thé 
dead language and solving the prob- 
lem that had baffled mankind for 
ages. 

The key was the Greek, whicn was 


used to decipher the pictorial script, 


and when that was done scholars 
were able to read the hieroglyphics 
on the Pyramids and the myriad oth- 
er relies of ancient Egypt. Jt took 
twenty years of close study to Cis- 
cover the great secret. 

A flood of light was thrown on 
some of the fifty thousand or so ob- 
jects from ancient Egypt which are 
in the British Museum, notably “The 
Book of the Dead,’”’ another wonder 
of the nation’s treasure-house, This 
was in use before the Bible was writ- 
ten, and took four thousand years 
to complete. 

Connected with these marvels are 


two Assyrian tablets setting forth the! 


Babylonian story of the Creation 
and of the Flood. 

These wonderful tablets were dis- 
covered in the library of Assurbani- 
pal, who reigned over Assyria. seven 
years before hrist. 
among thousands of clay tablets 
containing rare and ancient works. 

Another object in the British Mu- 
seum that is too valuable for money 
to buy is the Magna Charta, the 
great Charter of our liberties, which 
is supposed to have been signed by 
King John. As a matter of fact, the 
King did not sign it. 
the Charter itself, it was “given by 
our hand,” which in this case means 
that the Great Seal was attached. 


When Women Enjoyed a Pipe. 


When tobacco first reached Eng- 
land it was enjoyed in common by 
both sexes. In the seventeenth cen- 
tury, according to John Ashton, “it 
was not only usual for the women 
to join the men ‘in smoking, but in 
Worcestershire the children were 
sent to school with pipes in their 
satchels, and the schoolmaster called 
a halt in their studies while they all 
smoked—he ‘teaching the neophyte.” 
Scottish women used to enjoy a pipe 
the same way as they enjoyed a pinch 
of snuff. One of the compilers of the 
“Statistical Account of Scotland,” 
published in 1791, records that “the 
chief luxuries in the rural districts 
are snuff, tobacco, and whiskey. Tea 
and sugar are lictle used, but the use’ 
of whiskey has become very gz7eat. 
The use of tobacco may elmost be 
said to be excessive, especially among 
the female sex. There is scarcely a 
| young woman by the time she has 
| been taught to spin; but has also 
learned to smoke. Smoking seenis 
to have been introduced as an anti- 
| dote to rheumatism and ague. The 
favorable alteration with respect to 
these diseases has only produced a 
greater avidity for tobacco.” '

Maude Royden, when she preached 
her first sermon in the City Temple, 
London, Eng., and the continuous 
growth of her power since, constitute 
a notable chapter, not without ro- 
mantic elements, in modern relig- 
ious histery, says the Quiver. When 
Rev. R. J. Catiipball returned to the 


! Church of England, his<successor, Dr. 
Fort Newton, would prezeimaagly 
once a Sunday. - Seeking some one 


for the other service, the Temple offi- 
cials thought of Miss Royden, al- 
though she was a churchwoman and 
had never preached. As an experi- 
ment, she became pulpit assistant in 
September, 1917, continuing with 
growing acceptance until the end, of 
1919. In March, 1920, in conjunc- 
tion with Rev. Percy Dearmer, D.D., 
she started services in Kensington 
Town Hall, founding the Fellowship 
Guild. For the week-day services the 
use of a church was sought from the 
Bishop of London, but, with real 
personal regre:, he had to refuse. 
In June of this year Ecclestone 
Square Congregational Churen was 
secured and rechristened the Eccle- 
stone Guildhouse. Numerous agen- 
cles fom week-day work are being 
opened in the fine building. All. is 
conducted on an interdenominational 
basis, churchmen and non-comform- 
ists retaining their affiliations, and 
seeking to interest those who dislike 
churches. Miss Royden preaches 
Sunday evenings with great power, 
it is said. For her task she was de- 
veloped by university education and 
platform work in the suffrage move- 
ment. Her sympathies were deepen- 
ed by work in social settlements af- 
ter leaving Oxford. She cares re- 
markably little about criticism or no- 
toriety. By nature she is an evange- 
list. While remaining loyal to the 
Church of England, she has broken 
away from the traditional theology. 
Her teaching is essentially practical, 
although she is “‘a bit of a mystic.” 
Born at Liverpool in 1876, she 
removed to the ancesral home, 
Frankby Hall, with her father, Sir 
Thomas Royden, Bart, sixteen years 
later. Her brother, who succeeded 
in 1917 to the baronetcy, is M.P. for 
one of the Bootle divisions, and dep- 
uty chairman of the Cunard Steam-

It is undoubtedly true that if a 
man has nothing else to do he can 
easily consume between eleven a.m. 
and eleven p.m. all the liquor that 
is good for him. The point is that 
his day is often broken in upon and!

to go to the theatre. When he goes | 
to the theatre it is as likely as not 
that he does not escape until after 
eleven. Then he desires to go to 
a restaurant and have a little supper 
and a few drinks. But he finds 
when he reaches the restaurant that 
while liquor may be served with food 
up till midnight it cannot be sold 
after eleven o’clock. It is here that 
the Londoner protests.

Tobacco Mystery Then. 

Some manuscripts of the early 
eighteenth century have been pub- 
lished by the British Parliament re- 
cently and among these documents, 
is an account of the way in which 
English tobacco manufacturers pre- 
vented their secrets getting Known 
and used in Russia more than 200 
‘years ago, says a British exchange. 
It seems that Nathaniel Gould and 
others had made a contract with the 
Czar of Muscovy in 1698 to import 
quantities of tobacco into his dom- 
inions, and sent over ““Peter Marshall 
and his wife, versed in the cutting 
and rolling of tobaceo, together 
with instruments and materials ne- 
cessary thereunto.”’ Other merchants 
of London had also entesed into con- 
tracts with the czar’s officers to sup- 
ply large quantities of tobacco and 
to send “‘As many persons skilled in | 
the spinning of tobacco as the czar } > 
should require, by which means his 
subjects would become equally skill- 
ed in that mystery with any of her |) 
majesty’s subjects, dealers in  to- 
bacco.”” The English tobacco manu- 
facturers petitioned Queen Anne, and 
that redoubtable monarch nipped the 
scheme in the bud. It was ordered 
that the “said persons were to be 
conveyed out of Muscovy, and the 
“engines to be broken immediately.” 
And so the “mystery” was not dis- 
closed.

Whole Afr can Continent 
if Brit sh Vecated Egypt

ROTECTION of 
lives and investments 
the Suez Canal is n¢t the 
only reason for maintenance 
of British guardianship over Egypt. 
There is also protection against the 
advancing Sahara. No more terrible 
foe can be imagined than the sieady, 
relentiess spreading of the sands of 
the great desert in all directions. 

Few save scientists are, however, 
aware of the fact. that the Sahata 
is like an ever-rising flood of 
scorching sand, overwhelming every- 
thing in its path. Bach year it ex- 
‘ends farther south, in the western 
Soudan, just as in the north it is al- 
ways striving to overwhelm South- 
ern Moroceo, Southern Tunis, and 
the Algerian Atlas. Westward it has 
crossed the great Lake Chad and the 
Northern Niger. It is impinging 
upon the, Northern Cameroons, on 
he Wadai, and on Darfur. In the 
east it has already crossed the banks 
of the Nile, extending to Abyssinia. 

It is only through the hand of 
man, through thg most modern de- 
_velopments of the science of irriga- 
tion, that the peril of the ever-ad- 
vancing sands of the Sahara can be 
arrested, Without their help the 
whole of the Dark Continent may 
within’ measurable distance of time 
be converted into a colossal Sahara 
of desolate sand, robbing the world 
of all those natural produc:s, such 
as oil, gum, rubber, ivory, cotton, 
precious stones, and gold, which we 
uow derive from Africa. 

What Great Britain has been doing 
for the last fozty years in Lower 
Egypt in the way of trebling the 
fertile area and. in hurling back the 
advance of the sand by means of 
the mos: elaborate and carefully de- 
vised systems of, irrigation, requir- 
ing constant care “and. situation,

existence to Great Britain. This is 
a pretension to which neither Eng- 
land noz the other civilized powers 
could ever submit. For it would 
entail a surrender to the onward 
march of the desert sands. 


Isle of Thanet. 


The Isle of Thanet ceased to be 
an island two or three hundred years 
ago, when the action of the sea, in 
throwing up more and more shingle, 
retarded and ultimately blocked up 
the river Wensum. Its course was 
from Reculver to Richborough, near 
Sandwich, and it was along this riv 
that the traffic between London and 
Calais was mainly carried for cen- 
turies. When Britain was under the 
domination of Rome the Wensum 
was an important military water- 
course, as proved by the fact that for 
four hundred years a garrison was 
always established. at Reculbium 
(Recnulver) and at Rutupae (Rich- 
borough). The action of the sea in 
changittg the conformation of the 
southeast coast line had begun be- 
fore the Roman occupation: ceased; 
the last of their legions had not 
long departed before Rutopae was 
cut off from the sea, and Stonar, a 
place néarer to the Channel end of 
the Wensum, grew into some import- 
ance ‘as a seaport. But the shingle 
continued to be cast up, and Stonar 
gave place to Sandwich, which in the 
time. of Henry VIII. possessed a har- 
bor in which all the warships of 
England could assemble. Now Sand- 
wich is an inland town, and small 
vessels have to travel nine miles 
down the twisting Stour to reach 
salt water. The silting-up process is 
still going on, as one may witness 
at Deal and Walmer, where miles of 
mere shingle have been converced in- 
to food-growing land within the 
memory of men now living. 


Jenny Lind and Wellington. 

In his récently-published book of 
reminiscences, Arthur Coleridge, a 
great nephew of the famous poet, 
gives a most interesting account of 
Jenny Lind. He,was her intimate 
friend for twenty years. He tells 
the following story of the prima 
donna and the Duke of Wellington: 
“In four months after her arrival in 
London the old warrior had become 
a captive to the enchantress. He 
courted the lady so ostentatiously as 
to rouse the jealously of the Italian 
faction; his enthusiasm was rather 
awkward at times to the object of 
his homage. I have her own author- 
ity for saying that the duke always 
arrived early and seated himself in 
his box on a level with the stage; 
‘rectly he saw Jenny Lind he open- 
1 fire: ‘ ‘Good evening, Miss Lind, 
how are you to-night? All right, I 
appe!’ These well-meant utterances 
é:e a trifie out of place at Lhe par- 
deular time, for the Lucia, Amina, 
or Daughter of the Regiment was 
always so absorbed in her part as to 
ba out of touch with all outside in- 
duence.”

While we are printing only 
Dairy Standards Act and tife Cream 
‘and Milk Purchase Act in this leaflet, 
we beg to inform the dairymen of the 
Province that they, may sccure cop 
ies of all provincial dairy legislation 
by writing to the Dairy Branch, De. 
partment of Agriculture, Toronto, for 
the same, or by applying to the 
loca} dairy instructor. 

(1) *‘An Act respecting the Pro- 
duction and Sale of Milk for Human 
Consumption.” This Act. makes it 
possible for any municipality to pass 
bylaws regulating milk offered for 
i Sale or sold within the municipality. 

(2) “An Act respecting Milk, 
Cheese, and Butter manufactories.” 
This Act provides for prosecution in 
the case of adulteration of milk;that 
factories be kept in a sanitary condi. 
tion; appointment of inspectors; 
powers of inspectors etc. 

(3) “An)Act-to Regulate the Manu 
facture of Dairy ‘Products’ ” This 
requires that all factories of cream. | 
eries shall be registered with the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
and that persons acting as cheese.

REGULATIONS 
Adopted by the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council Under the Dairy 
Standards Act. 


“Pasteurization” under Section 6 
of the Act, shall mean that the whey 
‘shall be heated to 155 degrees F. 
for at least 30 minutes, and other 
by-products shall ve heated to 170 
degrees F. for ten minutes. 

In order that pasteurization may 
be made effective, where the whey is 
returned to the farms in the milk 
cans, it will be necessary for each 
patron to remove his share of whey. 


THE CREAM AND. MILK. PUR- 
CHASE ACT 


Many farmers throughout the Pro. 
vince are selling either sweet or sour 
cream and retaining the fresh skim’ 
milk for use on the farm. Very few 
haev the necessary equipment to 
make tests for butter fat, and in a 
large majority of cases, the matter 
of testing is left entirely in the 
hands of the purchaser. Many of 
the producers are well satisfied with 
the returns while others believe they 
are not getting the full receipts to 
which they are entitled. 

In order that the Departmcnt may 
have authoity to check up tie tests 
made in the creameries, condensaries 
milk powder factories and cheese fac- 
torics (where the milk is purchased 
on a butter fat basis) the Act given 
below received the sanction of the 
Legislature at the 1920 Session. It 
will be noted that this act provides 
for checking up the testing of ‘milk 
at those places whére it is purchased 

on the butter fat basis. The Proviil- 
cial Department of Agriculture of. 
fers the services of the regularinstruc 
tors to do the testing at the cheyse 
factories once or twice a month; and 
in those cases where the officers or 
proprietors of cheese factories wish 
lto make some other arrangement for 
the testing of milk, the D@partment 
will undertake to check the tests from 
time to time. A nominal charge of 
fifty cents per patron per year or 
part of year will be made where in 
structors do the testing and the re. 
sults are used as the basis of pay- 
ment.
